The Greenbelt P. T. A. held its regular monthly 
meeting Monday, April 24, in the Auditorium with 
Mrs. Albert presiding, Parents of Greenbelt High 
School children and members of the Mt. Ranier and 
Brentwood Parent Teachers Associations were guests. 
The meeting was opened with the "Star Spangled Ben- 
ner" which was sung by the audience. The school 
chorus, trained by Mrs, Gerrits, sang two delight} 
ful numbers, Mrs. Meek accompanied the chorus in 
the absence of mrs. Gerrits who was ill, 

Mr. Earl T. Hawkins, state supervisor of high 
schools, explained the high school set-up in Mary= 
lend. He called attentio to the county system 
which permits a uniform system of educatim to be 
pursued throughout a county with one set of advisors 
and administrators. There are twenty-four of these 
systems in Maryland. The equalization bill which 
provides state aid for counties not able to meet 
state standards from their own funds was the second 
point emphasized. The minimum state program main- 
tained by the state board insures every high school 
of at least the basic curriculum ‘approved in Mary- 
lend. The requiremmts for superintendents, princi- 
pals, teachers, etc. are sich as to give the state 
@ very capable personnel. The state department of 
education helps in curriculum revision end expan- 
sion. They have recently added a state director of 
guidence who tries to help the students in selecting 
courses thet will be of help to them when they leave 
school end in discovering possibilities of employ- 
ment. Gradual evaluation of all high schools in the 
state is under way with a view to discovering their 
strong and weak points and what can be done to make 
the schools more efficient. Each county superintemd- 
ent however, is largely responsible for determining 
the program for his county. 

Mrs. Ditman announced a sound movie on undersea 
life, for the children and parents on Wednesday at 
one o'cleck, sponsored by the P.TsA. The program 
for the May meeting will be a summary of the year's 
work. lMrse C. Mabel Smith, curriculum ocmsultant, 
will speak and it is hoped Mr. Orem, county superin-=- 
tendent, will be able to be present. Mrs. Fennell, 
reporting for the publicity committee, checked on 
various publicity channels to see which were effeo- 
tive, An announcement for a pre-school institute 
to be held at Greenbelt, Friday, May 5 at 8:00 P.M. 
in the school was read. Parents of pre-school chil- 
dren will find this valuable. Mrs. Fitch reported 
124 members for our organization.

For this forward step the community owes an ever- 
lasting debt of gratitude to all those imividwls 
who recognized the urgency of establishing hospital 
facilities close at hand, ~- to those who first en- 
visioned the need, to those council -nembers who had 
faith in the enterprise and the courage of their 
convictions in the face of doubt, to our comaunity 
manager and those town officers who trenslated a 
vision into a reality, and to the physicians and 
nurses who coopereted in the planning, 

Let those who prefer to call it a “red ink day" 
be reminded that the establishment of local hospital

It is cause for gratification that our con- 
munity, having dedicated itself towards advance ing 
the health and well being of its members » vhrough 
the establishment of maximm recreational facili- 
ties and cooperative living, has exercised the 
good judgment of providing a means for the con- 
servation of these values,

Have you ever wondered how our Bible would sound 
in the English of today? Take for instance that fa- 
mous thirteenth chapter of I Corinthians on the 
primacy of love in the Christian life. The King 
James trenslation of the Greek is exquisite English 
but it is the language of the time of King James, 
end meny of its phrases and words do not carry the 
forceful meanings they really possess for us in the 
language of our day. The following is the transla- 
tion of Dr. James Moffatt: 

"And yet Iwill go on to show you a still 
higher path. 

"Thus I may speak with the tongues of men and 
of angels but if I have no love,I am a noisy gong 
or a clanging cymbal; I may prophesy, fathom all 
mysteries and secret lore, I may have such abso= 
lute faith that I cm move for nothings; I may 
have such absolute faith that I can move hills 
from their place, but if I have no love, I count 
for nothing; I may distribute all I possess in 
cherity, I may give up my body to be burnt, but 
if I have no love, I make nothing of it. 

"Love is very patient, very kind. Love Imows 
no jealousy; love mekes no parade, gives itself 
no airs, is never rude, never selfish, never ir= 
riteted, never resentful; love is never glad when 
others go wrong, love is gladdened by goodness, 
always slow to expose, always eager to believe 
the best, alweys hopeful, always patient. Love 
never disappears. As for provheysing, it will 
be superseded; as for 'tongues', they will cease; 
as for knowledge, it will be superseded......Thus 
faith and hope and love lest on, these three, but 
the greatest of all is love. Make love your 
aim..."

In Cincinnati there is a group of consumers who 
don't think they should have to trust to luck that 
they'll get the quality they went when they buy 
camed foods. 

"In one of a series of consumer get-tocetiers, 


they met with wholesalers and retailers to get prac=— 


tical information to guide consumers in buying 
canned goods," reports the Consumers! Counsel of 
the AAA, 

"A week before the meeting, various canned fruits 
and vegetables were tested for quality accordins to 
Government standards. Then, at the meeting, » ex- 
hibition took place showing the results of the tests, 
matching quality ratings against price, 

"Often the price hed no relation to quality. 

"Leaders in the food tusiness and in the consumer 
movement addressed the meeting on the pros and cms 
of grade labeling. One business man said that grade 
labeling was beneficial not only to consumer but to 
retailer as well. 

"Meetings like this aid the different groups to 
learn something about the other's point of view and 
to discuss their comnon problems in an intelligent 
way." 


SPRING MEANS MOTH PROTECTION 


Moths will make a holiday of Spring unless you. 


store away your winter wolens properly, 

Here are sane anti-moth rules suggested by the 
CONSUMERS GUIDE, publication of the Consumers! Coun= 
sel Division of the AAA; 

"First, have the garments dry cleaned or washed 
before you store them away. Next best thing is to 
sun them thoroughly, end brush and beat them on the 
backyerd clothes line. ’ 

"Secmd, pack the garments tightly, sealing pack- 
ages and other containers with gummed tape. Moths 
cm wYiggle through the tiniest opening left in 
packages, Chests, ar closets, 

"Third, remember fancy treatments may make gar= 
ment bags smell queer, mt they won't kill destruc= 
tive moth larvae. Garment bags are as useful as 
they ere tight, but only for keeping moths out. 
*Cedarized' cardboard chests or closets and cedar= 


lined closets are not dependable. Chests made of the 


heartwood of Virginia red cedar will protect cloth- 
ing if they are tightly closed, 

"Fourth, gadgets to hang in closets that you keep 
opening are a waste of money. Moth-proof solutions, 
if they contain fluorides and rotenone, md if used 
with thoroughness, are fairly effective, but won't 
meke garments permanently or absolutely inmume to 
moths. Department of Agriculture experts do not 
recommend solutions containing arsenic. 

"Fifth, moth-killing ohemicels that will work, 
according to the Department of Agriculture, are 
naphthalene, paradixholorbenzene, and gum camphor, 
But moth poisons don't work unless the fumes are 
strong enough to kill intruders. A pound of any of 
these chemicals sprinkled in folds of tissue paper 
through the layers of clothing will protect a trunk- 
ful of clothes, For closets, use a pound of the 
chemical to every 100 cubic feet of space. Always 
remember to seal up the containers in which you pack 
away the clothes,

DYED VS. PRINTED COTTON FABRICS 

You don't have to resort to a microscope and test 
tubes to tell the difference between a dyed and 
printed cotton fabric. 

"You can usually identify the fabric thet is 
printed by comparing the back and the top side, 
In a printed fabric, the back is lighter than the 
top sides; both sides are equally dyed in a dyed 
fabric," informs the CONSUMERS' GUIDE, publication 
of the Consumers' Counsel Divisim of the AAA. 

"In general, dyed fabrics keep their good looks. 
mich longer then printed ones, though that may vary 
with the quality of the dye used. No dye yet dis- 
covered will remain permanently'fast' und@ all con- 
ditions. Vat dyes == the most expensive <= are the 
best for cotton goods, 

"When the label says a fabric is 'color fastt » 
find out what it is 'fast' against = soap, a boil= 
ing, Or perspiration, or what. Washing a sample of 
the fabric, or exposing part of it to the sun for 
several hours are simple household tests to check m 
label guarmtees against fading,"
